Cm. Uraat and the Niearaugiia Canal 


General Grant, in conversation with 


a oitizenof Washington recently, enter- 
ed unreservedly upon the subject of the wrong, 
projected inter-oceanic canal. He said for it. 
that his interest in its construction was 
by no means a new thing. In his early 


,.vlif» he had visited those sections and 
'"wW perfectly familiar with (he topo- 


graphical and physical characteristics of 
the various routes proposed before his 
occupation of the presidential chair.— 
The subject was quite extensively con- 
fkUred by Secretary Seward, and nego- 
tbpttewere undertaken, seeking to »e- 
«*jjfe tjBh coicenions as would warrant 
pffeeotioa to any enterprise inaugurated 
for the construction of a canal. The 
undertaking,howerer, wa» so embarrass- 
ed and delayed (bat practically nothing 
was accomplished. 
He did not go into 


details of the Tehauntepec and other 
route* proposed, but stated his approval 
of the conclusions of the commission, 
which reported the Nicaraguan route as 
the only on* which has all the condi- 
tions necessary to success. In reply to 
an inquiry concerning his acceptance of 
the presidency, Grant said that it was a 
mtUr of future consideration. It is 
understood that 'he hesitates because 
there is practically nothing to be presi- 
dent of; only a prospective company 
with a prospective capita!.
